1. By SM-375-62, dated 4 April 1962 (Confidential), the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff directed that a course in counterinsurgenpv be conducted 

at The National War College this coming summer. Students will normally 
be in rank of Colonel /Captain a nd of similar position responsibility for 
civilians. A maximum class of 100 will be scheduled. The course will 
begin on 11 June and terminate on 23 June 1962, Attendance will require 
full time duty.

a. Extend the assignment of un til 

30 June 1962 to serve as an instructor in the counterinsurgency course . 

b . Designate the four students w ho will attend the course 
with reporting date of 11 June at 0830 hours for a two weeks period. 


5. The instructor requested is separate from the student quota. 
While the choice of students is a prerogative of the military services, 
departments or agencies participating, I strongly recommend that the 
selection be made to include those now in the regular resident class.
